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Impressive Special Friends 


Prepared for life after graduation? That's exactly 
what the Transitional Resource and Southeastern 
Massachusetts Education Collaborative (SMEC) Programs 
do for the special needs students at our school, prepare 
them for after graduation. Students start this program at 
the age of fifteen and do not graduate until they are 
twenty-two. 

The main goal of the Transitional Resource 
Program is to let these students reach the highest level of 
independence in their daily lives. In order for them to 
reach this level, they learn certain skills. These skills 
include functional academics (skills required for success in 
their daily activities), living skills (housekeeping, cooking, 
hygiene, etc.), reading, vocational training, Job site 
training, community orientation, and work orientation. 
One period a day the students leave school to work out in 
the community. This year the students are working in a 
wide range of places, like St. Luke’s Hospital preparing 
surgical gowns for the operating room or at Project 
Independence performing Janitorial tasks. 

For the last two years of high school, these 
students have an active part in SMEC. This program, 
which is located in Fairhaven, continues to prepare the 
students for their soon-to-be-independent lives, as well as, 
for joining the working world. Although having to take 
classes to learn things that most take for granted, Mr. 
Greene believes, “In the vast majority of cases, our pupils 
strive to the best of their abilities and attain goals many 
thought were impossible.”

Out of the 43 students in the Transitional 
Resource Program and 20 of those in the SMEC Program, 
there are only two graduating seniors. These two 
students, Geraldo Aguiar and Michelle Rodrigues, are very 
excited. Although they are eager to graduate and live a 
more independent life, both love New Bedford High 
School. “My best friend is Christina. We’ve been friends 
since our start at N.B.H.S.,” said Michelle. Not only have 
connections been made with fellow students, bonds have 
been made with some of the teachers as well. Michelle is 
grateful to Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Shepard for their help 
with everything, especially reading and working on the 
computers. Geraldo says, “I like my homeroom teacher.” 
For the past two years, Mrs. McTighe has been his 
homeroom teacher. He likes her because of how nice she 
has been to him. 

School may be a big part of their lives, but Michelle 
and Geraldo live very full and exciting lives outside of 
school, as well. Michelle has a diverse interest in her 
activities. She is able to balance school, sports (soccer 
happens to be her favorite), and working. She has a job 
with the SMEC program where she is a cook. Geraldo also 
has a busy schedule. He loves to go shopping and to the 
movies, and is involved in a bowling league outside of 
school. Although he doesn’t have a job at the present 
time, he wants to get a job at Shaw’s after graduation. 

When asked about Michelle and Geraldo, Mr. 
Greene responded with, “We are always sad to lose our 
students, but proud of their accomplishments and excited

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Junior Reserve Officer ‘Training Corps 


The Junior Reserve Officer Training Corps, better 
known as JROTC, is a program designed to motivate young 
people to be better citizens and to teach them leadership skills. 

The JROTC is made up of over 250 cadets this school 
year. The group of cadets is formed into a cadet battalion 
with one of the cadets appointed as the Battalion 
Commander. This year’s battalion commander is Christopher 
Haskell, a member of the Senior class. His principle assistant, 
or Battalion Executive Officer, is Danielle Coulombe, also a 
member of the Senior class. The cadets are further divided 
into companies with a cadet leader who holds the title of 
Company Commander as the head of that organization. 
This year the Battalion was divided into a Headquarters 
Company and four letter companies: Alpha, Bravo, Charlie, 
and Delta with Disoangel Medina, Marco Jesus, Selecca 
Bulgar, Bryan Aguiar, and Juan Nunez, all members of the 
Class of 2002, appointed respectively as the company 
commanders. 

The battalion commander is further assisted by a cadet 
staff, which performs such duties as administration of cadet 
records, issue and accountability of cadet uniform items and 
equipment, preparation of training schedules, security of 
sensitive items, and public relations. Cadets selected for these 
positions are chosen from the Senior and Junior classes. Other 
cadets are assigned leadership positions within the companies 
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to form a chain of command, which leads from the 
individual cadet to the battalion commander. 

Besides being in a company, many of the students 
also join an after school team. There are many different 
teams. Each team that is offered by the N.B.H.S. JROTC 
Program is for students interested in co-curricular 
activities and has its own unique style. The rifle team 
meets in the range and competes in the Metropolitan Rifle 
League. The drill team participates in the Southern New 
England Drill League and enters teams in five separate 
events held at drill meets throughout the drill season. The 
Raider Team consists of a group of cadets that compete 
against other schools in events related to military skills. 
A drum team prepares for support to the corps of cadets 
during parades and related activities. In addition, the 
program also offers interested cadets a chance to 
participate as color guards and honor guards for many 
community and school events throughout the school year. 
Cadets that are unable to join teams can still participate in | 
the many services the cadet corps provides for the 
community and school each year. 

Each year the cadets also organize food drives to 
provide food baskets to needy families of the high school 


community during the Thanksgiving and Christmas.

“United we stand, divided we fall.” This phrase, 
perhaps, has not held more truth than it does now. On 
September 11, 2001, four American airplanes traveling 
west from the East Coast were hijacked by terrorists. 
Each plane took off within a matter of minutes, each 
with a specific target. Two headed for the Twin 
Towers, the symbol of America’s economy. Within a 
half hour of being hit by the planes, both buildings 
were a pile of rubble and debris on the ground of New 
York City.
